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LaPorte wins World 


Championship 


VIMMERBY, SWEDEN, AUG. 29 


Yamaha's Danny LaPorte gave America its second MX GP title of the 
year when he used a 4-2 tally to lock up the World Championship 
250cc MX Series title at the final round in Sweden. LaPorte main- 
tained a points cushion over challenger Georges Jobe (Suz) through- 
out the day and ended the season with 238 points to Jobe's 225. 
Racing was dominated by Donnie Hansen (Hon), who won both 
motos. Hansen used the Swedish GP as a warm-up for the Trophee 
and Motocross des Nations team races in Europe which start next 
weekend. Jobe was second in moto one, followed by Kees van der 
Ven (KTM) and LaPorte, which gave LaPorte a 13 point lead over 


Jobe going into the second moto. 


In moto two, LaPorte was runner-up to Hansen with Jobe third. 
Van der Ven DNF, but retained third in the final standings with 205. 
Mike Guerra (Hus) DNF both motos but took seventh in the final 
standings. Complete coverage next week. 


"I'm giving up racing to become an 
actor, and I'm going to put the same 
amount of effort into acting that I 
put into racing," explained newly- 
crowned two-time World Speedway 
Champion Bruce Penhall. “I know 
it's going to mean seven days a week 
of working and studying." When a 
reporter jokingly asked if Penhall 
considered himself a “third division" 
actor, Penhall jokingly replied, “No. 
Sixth division.” 


World Class, Inc., promoters of 
the World Speedway Final, dedi- 
cated the event to the memory of 
late speedway racer Denny Pyeatt. 
We commend them for that. 


It was truly a weekend for Americans 
in competition around the world. 
Mike Bell, the defending champion 
in a stadium motocross in Amster- 
dam, returned there Aug. 28 and won 
again. Bell defeated fellow Yamaha 
rider Hakan Carlqvist and Honda’s 
Jim Gibson to take the win. 


Carlqvist reportedly will be handed 
a two-month suspension by the 
Swedish motorcycle federation for 
throwing a Swedish national race 
to help a teammate. So Carla looks 
doubtful for the Trophee and Moto- 
cross des Nations events in early 
September. 


Another no-show for the Trophee 
and MX des Nations events will be 
newly-crowned 125cc World MX 
Champ Eric Geboers. The Belgian 
rider crashed while practicing and 
broke several toes. 


The Aug. 29 round of the World 
Road Racing Championship in 
Czechoslovakia saw Yamaha-mounted 








Didier De Radriguez win the 350cc 
class by 30 seconds over Anton 
Mang (Kaw). Mang leads the point 
standings over De Radriguez by 
five, 69-64. Carlos Lavado won 
the 250cc event and Eugenio Laz- 
zarini won the 125cc race. No 
500s ran in Czecho; their next 
appearance is in Italy on Sept. 5 
for the San Marino GP. 


“We finally won a race!" chuckled 
Team Hammer's John Ulrich in a 
Monday morning phone call. Ulrich 
and co-rider Boonie Knott won a six- 
hour endurance race at Blackhawk 
Farms, IL. The race was part of the 
WERA Endurance Championship 
Series.

England-based John Cook topped 
five other riders in the main event of 
the 1982 Summer Long Track Cham- 
pionship at Ascot Park in Gardena, 
CA. Bobby Schwartz and Dave De- 
Temple were the runners-up. Guy 
Ermolenko won the consy.

Reports from Europe indicate pro- 
posals have been made to the FIM to 
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Harley-Davidson seeks relief 
from Japanese imports 


: MILWAUKEE, WI, AUG. 24 


America’s only domestic motorcycle manufacturer, today said they 
would petition the International Trade Commission (ITC) for tempor- 
ary relief from the growing number of Japanese motorcycles being 
shipped to the United States. 

Vaughn L. Beals, chairman and chief executive officer of the 
Harley-Davidson Motor Co., Inc. said the company needed time to 
adjust to the flood of Japanese imports so that it can compete on an 
equal level. 

Said Beals, Japanese manufacturers have introduced products 
directly targeted against Harley's traditional stronghold — large V- 
engined motorcycles with an emphasis on styling. 

"We've taken a series of steps to meet the Japanese competition 
head-on,” Beals said. “All we're asking for is a little breathing room 
— the opportunity to compete fairly, and on equal ground.” For 
instance, the company's break-even point has been reduced 40 per- 
cent to only 35,000 units per year. 

Since 1978, Harley-Davidson has lost more than one-third of the 
700cc motorcycle market share, as a direct result of the tremendous 
increase in Japanese imports. 

The problem has been worsened by a decline in demand for motor- 
cycles in recent months, both in the U.S. and throughout the world. 
As a consequence, Harley-Davidson has significantly cut back pro- 
duction and has reduced its work-force by 1600 jobs. In addition the 
company has instituted salary and hiring freezes, fringe benefit 
reduction and has reduced the salaries of corporate officers, Beals 
said. 

"While Harley-Davidson has taken steps to meet the competition 
from the Japanese and the overall decline in sales, the Japanese are 
maintaining high production and building up their heavy- 
weight motorcycle inventories in the U.S. to record levels.'' Beals 
believes there is a two-year supply of foreign motorcycles in U.S. 
warehouses at this time. 

Beals said the request for expedited relief will be filed in Washing- 
ton this week. It involves a section of the Trade Act of 1974 which 
provides temporary relief to a domestic industry being injured by 
imports. Relief could come in the form of temporary quotas, tariffs, 
tariff rate quotas, trade adjustment assistance or orderly marketing 
agreements with the Japanese. ''"We need severe short-term duties 
on imported motorcycles and power trains," the Chairman con- 
cluded. '"We've been hit, but we aren't sunk.'' 

H-D attorneys estimate that it will take six to nine weeks for the ITC 
to act on their petition.

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Off-road — love it or lose it 


I have been a member of the 
California Department of Parks 
and Recreation’s Off Highway 
Vehicles Advisory Committee 


for the past two years, and I was feel- 
ing really proud of our achievements. 
We supported good projects and re- 
jected bad ones. We stopped the state 
from using Green Stickie money for 
fancy paved campgrounds, with hot 
showers and $45,000 restrooms, so 
that more and better land could be 
purchased and utilized for recreation. 
We had a pretty good working rela- 
tionship. It was we, the users, advis- 
ing the state officials on how to spend 
our money — The Green Stickie 
Fund. 

That was before our tour and pub- 
lic meeting at Pismo Dunes State 
Recreational Vehicle Area on August 
20, 1982. After that meeting, I was 
totally convinced that my fellow ad- 
visory committee members and myself 
were being lied to, and deceived, in 
order to hide their (The Dept. Of 
Parks and Recreation) poor reason- 
ing behind the fencing and limita- 
tions being forced upon us at Pismo 
Dunes SVRA. 

Pismo Dunes SVRA does have its 
share of problems, probably more 
than all of our other SVRAs together. 
It also gets more use than just about 
any other California State Park. 

Just a few of the major problems at 
Pismo Dunes are: 

1. Overcrowding on major week- 

ends 

2. Lack of law enforcement person- 

nel 

3. Trespassing 

4. Destruction of vegetation 

5. OHVs on the beach in front of 

beachfront houses 
The problems at Pismo-Dunes are 
definitely real, and nobody is deny- 


ing that. The solutions imposed on 
us by the Department of Parks and 
Recreation are appalling. 

The problem of an overabundance 
of people and campsites on major 
weekends causes overcrowding, acci- 
dents, and deaths (supposedly eight 
deaths this year alone). Overcrowd- 
ing means a lack of enforcement with 
not enough park personnel to handle 
crowds on these weekends. There 
have been up to 5,000 campsites 
counted on some of the major week- 
ends, which means about 20,000- 
25,000 people on the beach. The 
Department of Parks and Recreation’s 


solution is to have a limit of 500 


campsites, or about 2,000 people on 
the beach. The Department claims 
this figure is what they feel is ideal for 
their management. (Maybe, if it’s a 
fat and easy management job they 
want.) 


The users feel a limit of 1,500 
campsites is more realistic, but the 
decision has been made. As of Sept. 
15, you will need Ticketron reserva- 


. tions for the Pismo Dunes. 


We are all guilty of trespassing at 
one time or another. At Pismo Dunes, 
the signs are ignored by almost every- 
one. We can all understand the need 
for fences to establish border lines. 
The State demands that we have a 
buffer zone which is to be as much as 
one-half mile wide. But, the fence is 
on our side of the buffer zone. They 
have hundreds of acres of our land, 
that we purchased with Green Stickie 
money, on the other side of the fence. 
There is no reason for a buffer zone 
when you have a fence. But, the deci- 
sion has been made. The fences are 
already up. : 

The destruction of the vegetation 
is another major problem. Sand dunes 
shift, and without the vegetation to 
keep the dunes from blowing, even- 
tually the dunes will be flat or in the 
middle of the city of Arroyo Grande. 
There is a definite need to fence off 
some of the dunes to prevent erosion. 
The placement of fences show another 
total disregard for the user. Impor- 
tant hills and dunes, which have 
probably never seen vegetation, are 
fenced off. Local users claim that the 
contractor, who put up the fences, 
went along until he got stuck and put 
a fence post at that point, and so on. 





The basis on which the State wants to 
revegetate the dunes is by aerial photo- 
graphs from as far back as 1937, but 
the State didn't buy the dunes until 
the 1970's. The estimated cost of 
revegetating the dunes is on a secret 
document we found. The cost is $2.4 
million of Green Stickie money. 

The usual way to camp at Pismo 
Dunes is to drive your motorhome in 
until you get stuck (app. 100 feet) and 
that's your camp. When it's time to 
leave, you pay a tow truck $10-$30 
to get pulled out. That's lifeat Pismo 
Dunes. Theonly way you can get any 
supplies, parts, or gas, is to drive 
down the beach with your ATV, 
buggy, etc. to the Sand Center which 
is a grocery store, parts house and gas 
station. It is now prohibited to drive 
any non-street licensed vehicle on the 
beach within one mile of the Sand 
Center. What are the people to do? 
What they will do is make their ATVs 
street legal. Then, the State will have 
to worry about ATVs running around 
in downtown Arroyo Grande and 
— Beach; what a mess that will ` 

e. 

What can we do to stop this from 
happening again? Take the Green 
Stickie Fund away from the Califor- 
nia Department of Parks and Recrea: 
tion. Assembly Bill No. 2397 does 
just that, and it’s expected to pass in 
both houses. Hopefully, the Gover- 
nor will sign the bill, and on Jan. I, 
1983 there will be an Off Highway 
Recreation Commission. This com- 
mission will have almost total con- 
trol of our Green Stickie money. The 
problem is in finding OHV people 
for this commission, and then con- 
vincing the appointers of the com- 
mission to appoint OHV people. 
The appointers are: 1. the Governor 
— who appoints three, 2. Senator 
Rules Comittee — who appoints two, 
3. Speaker of Assembly — who ap- 
points the final two, 3. Speaker of 
Assembly — who appoints the final 
two. If we don’t start finding people 
right now and demanding these peo- 
ple be put on our OHV commission, 
then we may have a commission of 
Sierra Clubbers in charge of our 
Green Stickie Fund. And if that isn’t 
scary, I don’t know what is. 

We need groups, clubs, entire com- 
munities to get together and pick 
people for this commission, if it’s 
going to work. We have to write let- 
ters to our State Senators, Assembly- 
men and our new Governor, demand- 
ing to have our OHV people control 
our money — the Green Stickie Fund. 
The people who finally do get ap- 
pointed will miss many days of work, 
travel all over the state, go through 
endless amounts of red tape, and 
without pay except for traveling ex- 
penses. For many, it will be a hard- 
ship. But, it will be worth it when the 
million OHV users will be using 
their land in a safe and fun State 
OHV park in California. Let’s find 
our best people. If you are interested 
personally, write your Assemblymen, 
State Senators, and our Governor. 
Get local support from OHV clubs. 
Let it be known that you want to 
help. If we all do nothing, we will 
lose everything. But, if we find seven 
good people, we will have control of 
our future of recreating with off high- 
way vehicles.

World Individual Speedway Championship 


Two in a row for Penhall; Sigalos, 
Moran finish 3-4

LOS ANGELES, CA, AUG. 28 


World Speedway Champion Bruce Penhall 
successfully defended his title before a highly 
partisan crowd at the Los Angeles Coliseum, 
scoring 14 points to take the crown by one 


point over Englishman Les 
Collins. Fellow Americans 
Dennis Sigalos and Kelly Moran 
totaled 12 and 11 points, res- 


pectively, to finish third and fourth. 
It was the best showing by a trio of 
U.S. riders since 1937; and Penhall 
became the first American to ever win 


the World Individual Speedway Cham- 
pionship more than once. 

While Penhall was jubilant in vic- 
tory, he chose the occasion to an- 
nounce his retirement. “You've just 
seen me ride my last race,” he told the 
crowd from atop the winner's ros- 
trom, “I’m becoming an actor." Pen- 
hall has signed to play in the TV 


series CHiPs. 

The race featured a fair amount of 
controversy, and in the middle of it 
were two familiar protagonists, Pen- 
hall and England’s Kenny Carter. 
They were the two leading scorers 
when they met in the 14th of 20 four- 
lap heats. They rattled handlebars for 
two laps before Carter wound up 
pinned underneath the turn two safety 
fence. Carter cried "foul" but the 
referee — from Norway — ruled that 
Carter had fallen on his own and 
excluded him from the restart of the 
heat. Penhall went on to win that 
heat and his final ride, after having 
finished a close second to Les Collins 
in their first heat. 

Approximately 30,000 fans showed 
up to watch the first-ever World Final 
staged in the United States. The event 
was put on by World Class, Inc., a 


promoting group consisting of vete- 
ran U.S. speedway promoter Harry 
Oxley and former World Speedway 
Champions Barry Briggs and Ivan 
Mauger. 

Sixteen riders from 10 countries 
competed in the World Final, with 
each rider facing every other rider 
once during five heats. Points were 
awarded three for first, two for second 
and one for third. A perfect score 
would be 15 points. 

Penhall’s first ride came in heat 
four, where he met Collins, Finland’s 
Kai Niemi and Denmark’s Hans Niel- 
sen. Collins, who admitted to getting 
a little advice from older brother 
Peter, who had ridden an earlier heat, 
bolted from the pole to beat Penhall 
to the first turn. Penhall stayed right 
with him, passing momentarily in 
turn two of the second lap, but the

Briton took it back down the straight. 
The American probed and probed, 
but was unable to find an opening. 
Finally, on the last lap, he went high 
through three, then lowered his line 
and put everything he had into it. He 
came up a few feet short. Nielsen fin- 
ished third ahead of Niemi. 

"Sure, you've got to stop and pull 
yourself together,” said Penhall later. 
"It's not the end of the world. There's 
four other heats left. I've seen the 
world championship won with 13 
points before, so I knew I was in there 
with a chance." 

Because of the number he had 
drawn for the night — 13 — Penhall 
had to come back and ride in the next 
heat. He led it from the gate, while 
West German Georg Hack, Sweden's 
Jan Andersson and American Kelly 
Moran argued over second. Penhall 
pulled away as Andersson settled into 
second, with Moran pressuring to no 
avail. 

Collins easily won his next event 
— heat seven — and set the fastest one 
lap time of the evening thus far en 
route. Poland's Edward Jancarz, Aus- 
tralia's Phil Crump and Russian Mik- 
hail Starostin followed in that order. 

(Starostin earned the traveling hon- 
ors among the event's participants. 
From Russia he was flown to Cuba 
by military transport, then he used 


commercial airlines to fly to Mexico 
City and then to Los Angeles. His 
bikes only arrived the afternoon of 
the race and he was forced to borrow 
boots and a skid shoe. Starostin was 
also the race's most consistent com- 
petitor, finishing fourth each time 
out.) 

Kenny Carter, picked by many be- 
fore the race as Penhall's biggest 
threat, easily won his first heat, fin- 
ishing well in front of Jancarz, An- 
dersson and Czech Vaclav Verner. 

American Final winner Dennis Sig- 
alos, in his first race since breaking 
his ankle a month ago, also won his 
first race. Kelly Moran had to battle 
with a determined Peter Collins before 
taking second, well -behind Sigalos. 
Theirs was the first heat of the even- 
ing and the fans saw an American 
win to start off the evening. 

Carter and Sigalos met in heat 
eight; both with three points. They 
hit turn one as close as two riders can 
be without sharing the same motor- 
cycle, but Carter emerged the leader 
and he soon began to stretch it out. 
Sigalos finished a distant second 
ahead of Czechoslovakia's Jiri Stancl 
and Nielsen. Carter's 1:12.47 would 
stand as the fastest four laps of the 
evening, and his second lap of 17.63 
was the quickest single lap up to that 


point. 


Kelly Moran won the following 
four-lapper to put three points in his 
score column. Nielsen, Crump and 
Verner trailed. 

. Event 10 should have been Les Col- 
lins' easiest race of the evening as he 
faced Stancl, Andersson and his brot- 
her Peter, all of whom had five points 
between them after two rounds. But it 
was not to be. Stancl nailed the start 
perfectly and then Andersson went 
around the outside of Les Collins in 
the first turn. Collins kept up with 
Andersson for a lap, then rode in 
third for the remainder of the race, 
picking up only one point. It was a 
major turning point in the race. 

"It should have been my easiest 
race," observed Collins after the night 
was over. “But that's speedway. Any 
one of four riders can win. I didn't get 
the gate, and then I was wiped out 
with all the shale.” 

"I breathed a sigh of relief for 
sure," said Penhall. “But still there 
were four or five riders in contention 
and I just had to go out and make 
sure I won my heats." 

Carter had an easy time winning 
heat 11, leading Hack, Niemi and 
Starostin all the way. 

Penhall was up in the 12th race, 
facing Sigalos, England's Dave Jes- 
sup and Jancarz. Penhall broke away 
from the start and then led to the 


finish. Siggy was second off the line, 
but Jessup relieved him of that spot 
in turn two. The order was set until 
the final turn, where Jessup — who 
has a history of mechanical failures 
in world championship competition 
— had another mechanical failure 
and coasted across the line fourth 
behind Penhall, Sigalos and Jancarz. 
Up to that point Jessup had been in 
the hunt with five points from his 
first two heats. 

With three rides complete, Carter 
led all scorers with a perfect nine 
points. Penhall had eight, Sigalos 
and Collins seven apiece, and Moran 
six. 

Moran gained three points from 
his ride in event 13, but everybody 
was waiting for the heat 14 match up 
of Carter and Penhall. 

And the two rattled handlebars 
from the first turn on, but while they 
battled Peter Collins had the lead. 
While Collins was busy trying to 
improve his brother Les' chances, 
Penhall made his move down low 
coming out of turn four. He was 
inside of Carter as they were still 
shoulder to shoulder into and through 
turn one. Then through turn two, 
Carter literally disappeared. The race 
was red-flagged with Carter's bike on 
the track and the Englishman caught 
in the bottom of the chain-link catch

fence after a hard get-off. He walked 
away from the crash, but then it was 
announced that the race would be 
restarted — without Carter. 

Federation Internationale Moto- 
cycliste rules require that if a race is 
red-flagged, the rider causing the red 
flag must be excluded. In excluding 
Carter the referee, T. Kittlesen, ruled 
that Penhall was not at fault in the 
Carter crash. 

Carter did not agree. He was in 
discussion with race officials as the 
heat was being restaged and his mech- 
anic brought his bike to the line. But 
the heat went off and Carter was not 
in it. Kenny continued to plead his 
case until security officers almost 
manhandled him off the track. On 
the track, Penhall led all the way to 
secure another three points and in 
doing so, virtually put a lock on his 
second successive world champion- 
ship. Collins was second with Crump 
third. 


The controversy heated up when 
Carter did a trackside interview with 
field announcer Margo King. “The 
referee won't even meet me. I've come 
to say that Bruce Penhall knocked me 
off! I’m going to sue the referee.” 
Carter barely got those words in before 
being booed off the track. Carter was 
insisting that the referee view video 
tape of the incident, but FIM rules 
specify no video tapes shall be used 
by the referee. 

Penhall's version of what happened 


was somewhat terse. “We had a hel- 
luva race, bumping in every corner. 
What was I supposed to do? Shut off 
and let him go by? I was clear and the 
rider in front has the right of way. 
The referee made his decision and I 
won the race.” 

Reporters talkjng to Phil Crump, 
who was behind Penhall and Carter 
when the crash occured, say that 
Crump agreed with the referee’s de- 
cision. 

After Jessup had won a heat, Les 
Collins and Sigalos squared off in a 
race that would decide second place. 
Collins jumped into the lead, but the 
red flag came out on the second lap. 
Hack was on the ground in turn two. 
Vaclav Verner was excluded for hav- 
ing caused the crash, and it was a 
three-rider restart. Again Collins took 
the lead and he won the race to put 
himself a point up on Sigalos, and 
only one point behind Penhall. 

Heat 17 featured four riders with 
good scores: Moran, Les Collins, Car- 
ter and Jessup. Moran was out of the 
gate the quickest, but Jessup stole the 
lead in the first turn. Collins went 
from third to first in a superb move 
down the backstraight and in to turns 
three and four, and he led for the 
duration. Moran ran second and Car- 
ter third. Collins had 13 points, Moran 
11 and Carter 10. 

Penhall’s final ride came in event 
19, where he was up against Stancl, 
Verner and Starostin. Penhall had to 


win to avoid a run-off, and Stancl 
wasn’t able to pull off the upset he 
had earlier in the night. Penhall led 
wire to wire for the 1982 World 
Speedway Championship. 

America’s only two-time speedway 
titlist was mobbed by his crew after 
the finish, and the Coliseum was 
alive with applause. The only issue 
left to be settled was which of the 
other two Americans would join Pen- 
hall on the rostrum. 

That was decided in the final heat. 
Sigalos was untouchable, defeating 
Andersson, Niemi and Crump and 
picking up three points for a total of 
12. He was in the winner’s circle in 
his first World Final appearance. 

"I would like to thank my family, 
my friends, my sponsors and my 
crew. I won it for them,” said Penhall 
as he stood atop the podium. Most of 
the crowd had stayed to watch Pen- 
hall receive his laurels for perhaps 
the final time. 

"I was lucky again tonight," admit- 
ted Penhall later. “You need a lot of 
luck to be world champion.” 

Collins was the only rider in the 
top four to be riding a Jawa (the other 
three rode English Weslakes). “I feel I 
had more power than the Weslakes. I 
had my Jawas squared away pretty 
well. They’re just standard machines 
that you buy in the shop." 

Sigalos, facing a fan club section 
directly across the track from the 
winner’s circle, said, “I made a few

mistakes, missed a few starts. But I 
_ really feel good about tonight, — 
` there's always next year.’

Enduro Series: Round 9 


Jack Pine ravaged 
by Cunningham

MOORESTOWN, MI, AUG. 22 

Team Husqvarna's Terry Cunningham 
carved a super fast line through 200 miles of 
Michigan woods while he went about his 
task of winning the Jack Pine National 


Enduro. Losing only four fifth National win this year, 
points along the way to his Cunningham bested Can-Am's 


John Martin by two points to take the 
victory. Kawasaki Team Green's Jack 
Penton filled the third overall spot, 
also with a loss of six points. 

Cunningham gave a brief overview 
adis the event. “Overall I thought it 

as pretty nice. They took points 
— us, but didn’t kill the B riders. It 
was an event that had everything,” 
said Cunningham. 

When Cunningham says “every- 
thing," that must mean rain. Rain it 
-did, starting several hours before key 
time and coming down for most of 
the day during the lengthy run. “I 
love it when it rains, it just pumps me 
up and makes me feel good," said 
Cunningham. 

John Martin was astride a proto- 
type Can-Am Qualifier with single- 
shock suspension which he rode very 
convincingly to his second overall 
placing. Martin had only dropped 
two points up to the mid-point gas 
stop, while Cunningham was out 
front with a one-point loss. Mark 
Hyde and Jack Penton had lost two 
points up to that point also. The 
second half of the event saw the 
points pile up, however. Cunningham 
explained how he lost two more 
points. “We went into the woods at 
173.3 miles, and three miles later they 
took two points. I came through and 
they were just flipping the card. I 
really went for it in there," said Cun- 
ningham. 

Jack Penton had a very good day, 
just missing out on second overall by 
a few seconds. “I had a pretty good 
ride, but I messed up on a tie-breaker 
by a few seconds and threw away 
second overall," said Penton. 

Fritz Kadlec placed his Kawasaki 
KX250 into fourth overall. with a 
loss of eight points. Kadlec made a 
quick change into some dry clothes 
after the event, then mounted his 
road bike for the trip back to Minne- 
sota. 

The Lansing M.C. presented riders 
with a very rideable event in the 56th 
edition of the classic event. Short sec- 
tions of virgin tight woods trail were 
connected up.by many miles of old 
whooped trail and fast fire roads, 
strung together to form the 200 mile 
event. Other than the endless miles of 
basic woods trail, riders also had to 
contend with several hills which 
served as popular spectator areas. 

Drew Smith lost 11 points on his 
Team Green Kawaski and took sev- 
enth overall. Smith found the event 
to be very good, but tough. “It was 
definitely a real enduro. There was 
no doubt it was National caliber. My 
only real complaint was a lack of a 
check-in and check-out situation in 
some cases," said Smith. 

Several Michigan riders fared well, 
with the event being run as part of the 
state championship. Rick Scharphorn 
took home the High Point A trophy, 
further increasing his lead in the 
Michigan series. Riding a Lake Cycle 
Husky, Scharphorn finished in ninth 
overall. Alan Randt won the 250cc A 
class on his Lansing Cycle Husky 
250XC with a loss of 13 points. Mark 
Burley took the top position in the 
Open A division, on a Yamaha, also 
losing 13 points. 

As is the case with every National 
enduro, there is always a single B 
class rider who gets a first-class ticket 
to the A ranks. Lynn Lohman took 
High Point B with a loss of 28 points 
on his Husky 430XC. Word has it 
that Lohman won it for his mother. 
He now joins brother Brian Lohman 
who claimed the same honor at last 
year's White River National in Mich- 
igan. 

Tom Pantalone from Lansing Cycle 
debuted a new Husky 175cc engine 
kit which will soon be available at 
Husky dealers. “The kit is made for 
the 125cc Husky. It really works well. 
Al Randt bolted it up last night and 





this is the first time I've ridden it," 
said Pantalone after he had finished 
second in the 200cc B class. — 

Ken Brown won the 200cc A class 
on his Cycle Land Kawasaki, besting 
California rider Matt Cullins, on his 
support Yamaha, by a point. Brown 
might have finished even highersif 
not for a sixth-gear encounter witha 
stump which left him with several 
deep facial wounds. 

Mark Hyde tied Fritz Kadlec’s score 
of eight points, but lost out on the 
tie-breaker checks. He also had the 
dubious honor of running his father 
dver in the woods as they both com- 
peted for the same space. ''We werein 
real tight woods and I came arounda 
bermed corner. There were two guys 
laying there, and one of them was my 
dad! I rode right over both of them 
and then crashed myself," said Hyde. 
Both Hydes finished the event. 

Wally Wilson finished second in 
the Open A class on his Husky.“ 
should have ridden an XC, but we 
rode the WRs up here. I needed the 
extra wheelbase. I'd jump a couple 
of those whoops then smash into 
one. Then after the last gas I was 
running late when two deer jumped 
across the trail right in front of me;" 
said Wilson. 

Jeff Fredette was doing well until 
he bumped his newly-healed foot on 
a stump. A conservative riding style 
for the rest of the event was called for 
since Fredette wants to avoid an 
operation on the foot. 

Combined with an early start time, 
the weather made for very dark going 
in the morning sections for riders. 
Kevin Mitchell had a few problems. 
“Matt Cullins and I were going flat 
out down a two-track, and suddenly 
the bike took a leap about five feet 
into the air. It was so dark I couldn't 
even see what I hit. Whatever it was 
put a big flat spot on my rim,” said 
Mitchell. Other riders said it was 
foggy in several places and the black 
clay areas combined with the dark 
day made it almost impossible to see. 

The event was a success in the 
minds of most of the 325 competitors. 
The battle for the National cham- 
pionship shows Terry Cunningham 
in the lead, with Mike Melton 28 


points behind. e

On August 23-24, the AMA’s professional 
Competition director, Mike DiPrete, received 
letters from the racing departments at Honda, 
Suzuki and Yamaha, withdrawing from this 


year’s Trans-USA MX Series. 
Honda pulled 11, Suzuki five, 
and Yamaha four pre-entered 
riders. 

One can only speculate that the 
move was directly related to the AMA's 
recent approval and passage of the 
1983 Grand National Championship 
MX program, which was opposed by 
all the Japanese factories with the 
exception of Kawasaki. Kawasaki has 
three riders entered in the Trans- 
USA, but as independent agents. 
There was no budget at Kawasaki for 
the Trans-USA, and the three riders 
entered from that company are on 
their own, but have the approval of 
the corporation. 

Continental Moto-sports Club pro- 
moter Stu Peters has confirmed that 
the Western States Championship 
Series will run on the same dates as 
the Trans-USA Series, and that all 
the factory riders in question will be 
in attendance at those events. “The 
factories came to me and said, ‘We 
want a five race series, in California, 
on the same dates as the Trans-USA 
Series.’ The factories want three 
classes. They have three sizes of motor- 
cycles to sell," said Peters. 125, 250 
and 500cc classes will be run at the 
series. "I'm not trying to put the 
AMA out of business. I didn’t take the 
Trans-USA Series away from the 
AMA, the factories did. Suzuki, Honda 
and Yamaha have also given me 100 
percent commitment for the 1983 
Golden State Series (in California in 
the spring).”’ 

Other reports indicate that Honda, 
Suzuki and Yamaha are already work- 
ing with the CMC to form an alter- 
nate National MX Series in ’83 which 
would crown champions in the 125, 
250 and 500cc classes. Reportedly, 
those three factories would then com- 
pete in the AMA stadium races and 
CMC Nationals. 

Following is a compilation of 
quotes from those persons directly 
responsible or directly involved in 
the withdrawal of riders from the 
Trans-USA. 

Mike DiPrete, professional competi- 
tion director of the AMA: “We received 
letters from Honda, Suzuki and Yam- 
aha on Monday and Tuesday (August 
23-24) saying that the rider entries 
from those teams would be pulled. 
Right now we're not thinking about 
next year and what will happen then. 
We're going to go ahead with the 
Trans-USA, with or without those 
factory teams, and put on a good show. 

“Ata meeting in February, Honda 
and Suzuki said they’d ride the 
Trans-USA, which was a major rea- 
son the Trans-USA promoters com- 
mitted to this year’s Series. We had a 
promoters meeting here (Westerville, 
Ohio) this week and the promoters 
were pretty upset when they heard 
what had happened. However, they 
all decided to go ahead and put ona 





good show without those factory rid- 
ers, and most of them agreed that 
some really good racing should result. 

“We did change the Trans-USA 
format this year. The International 
class will be open to 250 and 500cc 
bikes, as was done a few years ago. 
The Support class will be open to 
125, 250 and 500cc bikes. The purse 
was lowered after the factory pull- 
out. The original $20,000 purse at 
each event was cut to $6,000 per race 
for the International class and $1,500 
per race for the Support class. With 
most of the factory riders out of it, 
maybe we'll see some riders racing for 
the purse once again. We will also 
reopen the entry to fill those slots 
which were vacated. 

“Kawasaki told us up front that 
they wouldn’t be backing riders 
because they didn’t have the budget 
to do so. With the other factories can- 
celling, the first publicreaction might 
be negative, but we (AMA) are run- 
ning this series, and we're going to do 
it without them. The crowds will still 
come and see quality racing." 

We asked DiPrete if he had any 
knowledge of the three factories col- 
laborating on the boycott of the 
Trans-USA. “You said that, I didn't," 
said DiPrete. 


Charles W. Larsen, president of AMA 
Board of Trustees: “What it (the boy- 
cott) all started over was that they 
(Honda, Suzuki, Yamaha) did not 
want to change the motocross rules 
for next year. This is their retaliation, 
it's really as simple as that. The other 
aspect of it is that they wanted a short- 
er race season, they say. Yet, on the 
other hand, you can see by their 
actions that isn't what they're after. 
At the last board meeting we asked 
them specifically that if we shorten 
the season, would they guarantee 
their riders would not appear at races 
by some other sanctioning group. If 
the AMA has a shorter season, that 
allows other sanctioning bodies, 
which are AMA competition, to spring 
up, flourish and prosper. We told 
them we wouldn't shorten the racing 
season unless they were prepared to 
limit their entries. Their approach 
was that they had to limit it because 
of expense, but as you can see that 
had nothing to do with it. 

“The real question is:. Who is the 
AMA and who does it serve? It serves 
its members. Three out of 126,000 
members are Yamaha and Suzuki 
and Honda. I don't believe any one 
company ought to run the AMA. I've 
asked our legal counsel to look into 
whether there are any anti-trust vio- 
lations involved here, and if any 
other appropriate action should be 
taken. Ed (Youngblood, executive 
director of the AMA) is on his way to 
California now (August 26) and I'm 
sure we'll have more information 
later."

onda, Suzuki, Yamaha

Competition Rule Book states, “An 
entry maynot be cancelled in order to 
ride at any other meet scheduled at 
the same time... the rider may be 
subject to fine and/or suspension in 
accordance with Chapter XI, B of the 
Rules for Competition . . . Editor.) 
Bill West, promoter of AMA National 
and amateur MX events: “I wasat the 
romoters meeting in Westerville, and 
1t was really great to see all the pro- 
moters stick together. We all agreed 
that we can't let the Japanese run our 
sport. They can't even agree among 
themselves about what they want to 
= much less tell us what we should 


o. 

“The NASCAR people keep ask- 
ing us why we let the factories run 
our racing. They moved the factories 
out of their program a long time ago 
and their sport has done nothing but 
prosper. We need to follow their 
example. 

“You don't need all theriders from 
all the teams. There are only a hand- 
ful of heroes in motocross, and if you 
geta couple of those guys you're fine. 
I offered the AMA $1,000 to start a 
fund to contract a couple of those 
heroes for AMA events, and a few 
other promoters also agreed to put 
money in the fund. I don't know if 
anything will come of it. 

“The Trans-USA Series will be 

run, with or without the factories. It's 
time that the AMA stands its ground 
and does what it intended to do. You 
can't let the tail wag the dog." 
Chip Hennen, U.S. Suzuki public 
relations: “The reason we will not be 
competing in the Trans-USA Series 
is that we will be competing in the 
fall CMC Series (Western State Cham- 
pionship Series). 

We asked Hennen if Suzuki had 
any reasons for altering their plans. 
“There are no reasons or comments 
available," said Hennen. We also 
asked for comments on Suzuki's plans 
for '83. “You're asking me to com- 
menton something that's purely specu- 
lation. That's a ways down the road.” 
Kenny Clark, Team Yamaha racing 
manager: “At this particular moment, 
all we have done is withdrawn from 
the Trans-USA. Anything other than 


that is pure speculation. We haven't - 


decided to go anywhere else yet. I've 
heard there is a CMC series and I've 
heard Suzuki has entered a CMC ser- 
ies, but I haven't seen any entries or 
anything firm on that yet. 

“T understand Suzuki and Honda 
have withdrawn as well, and that Kawa- 
saki was considering withdrawing 
also. I sent a letter to each of the 
promoters last Friday (August 20) 
telling them we had withdrawn from 
the Trans-USA. We just don't want 
to go, period. I never wanted to go. I 
explained that to them two years ago, 
and again last year. I decided last 
November that it would probably not 
be a good thing to do, and then the 
AMA coerced Honda and Suzuki into 
going. At the last minute, in fact the 
day before the entries closed, we 
thought we'd go test some pre- 
production stuff instead. 

“If there is a CMC series, there's a 
good possibility we'll go to that 
because it's right here. We don't have 
to go clear to Minnesota or Unadilla 





(New York) or Michigan to test. The 
AMA doesn't appear to believe that 
there are budget problems. I didn't 
budget to go to the Trans-USA, it was 
going to be paid for out of another 
budget, but a CMC series would be a 
whole lot better. If we attend, I don't 
know how many of our riders would 
be there.” 

We asked Clark if Yamaha's move 
was in retaliation to the AMA ap- 
proval of the '83 Grand National 
Championship program. After a long 
pause Clark said, “That’s an interest- 
ing concept, but you're not going to 
get any comments from me, that 
would be speculation also. I wouldn't 
care to comment on what might 
occur next year. You could just say 
there are many alternatives. It's a 
long story, too long to go into now.” 
Gary Mathers, Team Kawasaki rac- 
ing manager: “We've been split from 
the other three companies for the last 
couple of years over the Trans-USA. 
We notified the AMA last year that 
we would no longer be participating 
in the Trans-USA. The reason was 
we needed the time for testing and we 
couldn't do both because we're a little 
bit smaller — size-wise and budget- 
wise — than the others. 

“The situation we have with our 
riders is that if they want to take their 
production bikes to a race at their 
own expense, as long as they're rid- 
ing Kawasakis, they're free to do it. 
They have sent in their entries (for 
the Trans-USA) on their own. They 
could also ride the CMC races if they 
want. They do that all the time 
locally, but on stock bikes. 

"T went to the AMA promoters meet- 
ing in Westerville. I guess the AMA 
didn't know anything about the CMC 
Series until the meeting. The pro- 
moters are pretty angry about it, most 
of the manufacturers lost a lot of 
points with them. It is kind of a sad 
thing. At least Kawasaki tries to tell 
the AMA what we plan to do, and 
then do it. 

“The thing that bothers me is that 

a long time ago the manufacturers 
decided to get out of the Trans-USA 
because the season was too long and 
there were too many races and the 
budgets weren't long enough. Now 
the manufacturers are going out and 
promoting a whole new series on 
their own, against the reasons we 
were talking about getting out for. 
It's all pretty crazy to me.” 
Honda: Though we made repeated 
attempts, we could not get any com- 
ments from Honda by presstime. Mr. 
Kuzuka, who is the head of Honda's 
racing department, was said to either 
be out of the office or in meetings. 
Other sources close to Honda reported 
the major Japanese motorcycle cor- 
poration was “tired of being pushed 
around, and decided to push back." 

Reportedly, Honda was aggravated 
by the large amount of R&D money 
they already had put into the 1983 
125cc program. When counter-pro- 
posals by Honda, Suzuki and Yamaha 
weren't considered at the last AMA 
Board of Trustees meeting on August 
9-10, concerning the Grand National 
Championship MX program, Honda 
decided to break away from the 
Trans-USA. ; e

Mile win

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, AUG. 28 


Jay Springsteen, with a devastating display 
of superiority, won the Indianapolis Mile by 
a margin of 16 seconds to collect his fourth 
National victory of the season and the 32nd 


of his career. Harley-Davidson's 
Springsteen, out front from the 
moment the green starting light 
flashed, was ahead of a fierce 
fight for second at the Indianapolis 
Fairgrounds oval. At one time, the 
second place battle involved 10 riders 
running wheel- to-wheel. In the end, 
it was Springsteen's teammate Randy 
Goss winning the drag race to the 
flag for second over Hank Scott and 
Terry Poovey. 


Rickey Graham, after being in- 
volved in a collision with Scott Parker 


as the pair were dueling over second 
with less than two laps to go, placed 
fifth. The Graham/Parker bang-up 
allowed the Scott/Poovey/Goss trio 
a shot at second. 

Springsteen's win coupled with 
Goss' second and Graham's fifth 
further tightened up the Winston Pro 
Series title chase. Graham's lead has 
now shrunk to 11 points (172-161) 
over Springsteen with Goss holding 
at 151. 

“I got a great start and didn't look 
back once," said Harley-Davidson's 
Springsteen. “They were going to 
have to run like hell to catch me. I did

get a scare a couple of times though. I 
looked down and saw a shadow and 
thought someone was right on my 
tail. It was my own shadow." 

“I was stuck in traffic on the start,” 
said Springsteen's teammate Goss of 
his ride to second. “During the early 
laps we were all running in a big 
pack and it was hard to move up. I 
got close to (Hank) Scott and Poovey 
at the end and caught their double 
draft as we raced to the flag." 

"I didn't even know Goss was 
there," said Hank Scott. “Terry 
(Poovey) and I were fighting so hard 
that we let him sneak right up on us. 
I've got to thank the folks at South 
East Harley-Davidson in Cleveland 
and Skip Eaken for letting me ride 
Lance Jones' spare bike. It was defi- 
nitely a runner." 

The Indy event, a double-header of 
mile racing run during the Indiana 
State Fair since 1976, reverted back to 
a single date this year. A crowd of 
over 10,000 filled the stands to watch 
Springsteen collect his 11th career 
mile National victory. 


Time Trials 


Terry Poovey sped to a 37.177 
second lap to post the top qualifying 
time — no threat to Hank Scott's 
track record of 35.283. Scott followed 
at 32.277 with Alex Jorgensen a few 
ticks of the clock behind. The top 
three had waited until late in the ses- 
sion, gambling the track would get 
faster. Springsteen and Graham 
rounded out the top five. They posted 
their times very early in the session. 

Steve Eklund crashed during his 
time trial run and was taken to the 
hospital for observation. He went 
down hard, did not remember crash- 
ing and reportedly aggravated the 
neck injury he had sustained at last 
year's DuQuoin Mile. 


Heats 

The four heats would transfer the 
top three from each to the National. 
Gary Scott led the charge on the 
opening lap of heat one only to be 


replaced at the point by Graham 
before they finished the lap. Poovey, 
with a shifting problem which caused 
him to start at the back of the grid 
with the transmission jammed in 
third, was slicing through traffic. 
Graham, Scott and Charlie Roberts 
ran wheel-to-wheel in the opening 
laps with Bubba Rush moving in to 
make it a foursome. Graham seem- 
ingly broke away on lap six as Poovey 
was moving into fourth. 

On the next lap, Poovey took third 
from Roberts, second from Scott and 
put a run on Graham. Poovey then 
moved into the lead to complete his 
last to first ride. The trio put in a drag 
race to the flag with Poovey holding 
off Scott and Graham in nearly..a 
dead heat. 

Scott Parker trashed his gearbox 
on the start, leaving him with only 
fourth gear. He managed to pick up 
the last transfer to the semi. 

The action continued in the second 
heat with Goss, Bubba Shobert and 
Hank Scott swapping the top three 
positions on nearly every one of the 
10 laps. It was a classic draft, sling- 
shot, pass and repass display. “It was 
a lot closer than I like to ride,” said 
Scott afterwards, “but it was a lot of 
fun.” Shobert led the white flag lap, 


. lost the lead to Goss with Scott com- 


ing up to stick his nose in. Shobert, 
with a great drive off turn four, 
inched ahead of Scott and Goss at the 
flag for the win. 

Alex Jorgensen, Lance Jones and 
Rod Farris put on a display of close 
quarters riding in heat three for the 
opening five laps with Garth Brow 
slicing through traffic and trying to 
reel them in close enough to catch 
their draft. 

Jones led lap six as Jorgensen 
appeared to fall off the pace. “We 
were having some problems with 
handling so I slowed a bit to sort 
things out," Jorgensen said later. 

Meanwhile, Brow was putting a 
move on Jorgensen while Farris took 
the lead from Jones. Jones grabbed

thedead back as Jorgensen turned the 
gas back on and took himself to the 
front at the start of the final lap. Far- 
ris-drafted past into turn three and 
held off the charges of Jorgensen and 
Jones to take the win. 


The fourth heat saw Springsteen 
open an immediate lead on Steve 
Morehead with a five rider group a 
short distance back. Springsteen con- 
tinüed to open space on Morehead as 
Morehead did likewise on the rest of 
the field. Scott Adams established 
himself in third with plenty of pres- 
sure from Ronnie Jones. Springsteen, 
later saying the front end was giving 
him problems, slowed on lap six 
with Morehead charging right to his 
rear wheel. The two ran side-by-side 
for one lap until Springsteen discov- 
éréd a “new line through turn three.” 
Springsteen split, leaving second to 
Morehead. Jones puta pass on Adams 
on the final lap and made it stick. 
Jones took third. 


Semis 

Each of the two semis would transfer 
two riders to the National. Scott 
Parker knew this was his best chance 
and he took advantage of it to take the 
win over Bubba Rush in the first 
semi. Early in the race there were six 
riders going for the lead. That finally 
settled down to a four rider battle to 
the flag for second with Rush on top 
by a bikelength. 

Scott Adams made his perfect start 
good for a nine lap run in the lead of 
the final semi, but Ted Boody broke 
away from the five rider battle for 
second by the halfway point and 
shook his strongest competition when 
Garth Brow blew an engine on lap 
eight. Boody closed on Adams and 
took the win away on the last lap. 

Of note was an impressive battle 
between Ricky Campbell, riding the 
Team Yamaha Virago-based 750 in 
place of the injured Jimmy Filice, 
and Team Honda's Scott Pearson. 
The two waged a 10 lap war for third 





with Campbell coming out on top. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Tim Mertens took the win in the 
Last Chance Qualifier to grab the 
final transfer to the National. Pear- 
son and Campbell continued their 
battle, this time with the edge to 
Pearson. : 


National 

Most riders in the National made 
only minor adjustments for the 25 
lap sprint. Changes in gearing for 
more top speed were common. Bill 
Werner, Springsteen’s tuner, changed 
the frontend. Carl Patrick lengthened 
the wheelbase on Alex Jorgensen’s 
mount to correct handling problems. 

Springsteen won the drag race to 
turn one, picked up more ground and 
had 20 yards on the thundering herd 
as he exited turn two. Shobert, More- 
head, Parker and Gary Scott held a 
slipstream battle for second. Farris, 
possibly pulled in by the draft of 
running in a pack, crashed in turn 
three and sustained two broken fin- 
gers on his right hand which ended 
his night before the end of lap one. 

By the third lap, Parker moved to 
second with Gary Scott taking the 
spot on the next go-around. Scott had 
one more strong lap left and appeard 
to have enough steam to close on 
Springsteen. However, Scott coasted 
to the pits. “I believe an exhaust valve 
in the back cylinder was sticking," 
said Scott afterwards. “My tailpipe 
was glowing red when I got into the 
pits.” 

With Gary Scott out, Springsteen 
was left with a nearly four second 
advantage over Parker in second. 
Meanwhile, Goss was slowly moving 
through traffic from a rough start. 

By lap eight, second was a race 
between nearly the entire field with 
10 riders all running nearly on top of 
one another. Parker led the pack, and 
constant position swapping was the 
norm. However, many riders said 
later running in a pack that big actu-

ally slowed one down and held back 
the riders with enough power to 
really makea move since they couldn’t 
get out of traffic. 

On the 10th lap, Shobert took 
command of second as Parker slipped 
off the groove and slid to fifth. More- 
head’s engine began to go sour and 
he slowed considerably. Mertens, 
strongin the early running, was slid- 
ing all around the track. He had 
chosen the wrong rear tire and had 
already burned off the tread. He fin- 
ished a couple of laps down. 

Springsteen had a straightaway lead 
by lap 12 and there were still 10 riders 
in contention for second, now with 
Goss at the front of the pack. Parker 
had moved to third and there were 
thoughts in the Harley factory camp 
of a 1-2-3 finish. 

. Scott Adams headed to the pits on 
lap 14 with a sick engine. Mean- 
while, Ricky Graham, who had been 
caught in traffic, was making a bid 
for a front-running position. Spring- 
steen held command with Goss, 
Parker, Poovey, Graham, Hank Scott, 
Shobert and Boody far behind. 

Lance Jones began to slow on lap 
16 with apparent engine problems. 
Morehead, with a surging engine, 
would soon hit the pits. Graham 
picked off Parker for second with 
Goss dropping Parker to fourth one 
lap later. Poovey, Boody and Jones 
were right behind. 

“T looked over my shoulder a cou- 
ple of times in the late laps," said 
Goss. “It was scary. All I could see 
were guys trying to run over my rear 
tire." 

The 20th lap found Springsteen 
sweeping through turns one-two as 
the battle for second exploded off 
turn four. Despite it being a runaway, 
Springsteen was interesting to watch 
as herode what had to bea perfect line. 

Things began to change quickly as 
Goss found himself back in sixth on 
lap 21 after a slight bobble. Graham, 
Parker, Poovey and Hank Scott were 


ahead with Shobert (suffering from 
front end handling problems and 
"cooling it"), Boody, Jorgensen, Jones 
and Rush following. 

Graham lost second to Parker on 
lap 23 and tried to regain it with an 
inside pass as the two blasted into 
turn three. Neither rider backed off 
and Graham hit Parker, sending him 
crashing into the haybales. Graham 
barely saved himself from highsiding 
after clipping the bales himself and 
losing his brakes in the process. The 
incident dropped him to fifth. 

Poovey led Hank Scctt at the white 
flag, the two having moved up at the 
expense of the Parker/Graham con- 
frontation. Goss was able to catch 
their draft on the backstretch and 
close on the two who were so intent 
in their battle they didn't notice him. 

Coming off turn four with the flag 
in sight, Goss pulled alongside and 
made it a three abreast drag race to 
the finish. Goss was ahead by inches 
with Hank Scott an inch or two 
ahead of Poovey. Springsteen had 
taken the win a good 16 seconds in 
front of the battle for second. 

Springsteen was elated in winner's 
circle, citing ''Pabst and Harley 
power” as the key to the win. “I think 
the last five Nationals are going to be 
really interesting," said Springsteen 
in response to a question about a pos- 
sible fourth championship title. 0

Cagiva’s new 500cc GP road racer

After wasting almost two years with the 
abortive in-line disc-valve four that Virginio 
Ferrari found so uncompetitive last season, 
16 Cagiva — now Italy’s largest pure motor- 


cycle manufacturer with an 
annual production of around 
40,000 bikes — has finally pro- 
duced the square four design 


that seemed inevitable from the start. 

Doubtless spurred on by the increas- 
ing success of their Sanvenero rivals, 
Cagiva are pressing full speed ahead 


to have the bike competitive with the 
Japanese works bikes this season. 
After a brief flirtation with Boet van 
Dulmen, the rider now looks set to be 
the GP scene's leading privateer Jon 
Ekerold, who's undertaken an inten- 
sive series of tests with the bike and 
reports himself. well pleased with 
initial results. 





A claimed dry weight of 280 pounds (oil and water but no fuel) is 
attributed to the square tube alloy frame. 


“T’m impressed with the bike and 
with the team," says Jon. “Though 
it’s still very new the basics are all 
there, and there’s a terrific air of 
enthusiasm in the team—they’re not 
scared of criticism, and everyone wants 
to be helpful. I definitely think the 
bike has the potential to get in the 
championship points, and I hope T'll 
be riding it when it does.” 

The new machine outwardly re- 
sembles the RG500 Suzuki, but there 
are many detail differences. It does, 
however, share the RG’s compact 
dimensions and inclined cylinders. 
On the Cagiva, though, these meas- 
ure 56 x 50mm each, giving a claimed 
122 bhp at the rear wheel at 11,600 
rpm. Unlike the Suzuki, the two 
cranks are contra-rotating, with the 
primary drive coming off the bottom 
crank. Ekerold says this makes the 
bike easier for him to ride. “I never 
really got on with the Suzuki, which 
is a torquey motor with the cranks 
rotating in the same direction. The 
Cagiva’s more like riding a 350, which 
suits me better. You have to keep the 
revs up, and right now they’re trying 
to compress the rev band so that 
instead of the power coming in at 
6,000 as it does at present, then going 
up to 11,500 or so, we get a narrower, 
but fiercer powerband starting at 
around 7,500. It’s definitely a quick 
engine already.” 

The cranks and rods are made by 
Cagiva themselves, with single-ring 
Mahle pistons running in 8 port (7 
transfer, 1 exhaust) barrels. The 
engine cases and cylinders are all cast 
locally in magnesium, contributing 
to a low power unit weight of 95 
pounds, without carbs; a privateer 
RG500 engine weighs around 119 
pounds, according to Ekerold. Dry 
weight of the whole machine with oil 
and water but no fuel is 280 pounds, 
contributed to by the square-tube 
alloy frame designed and made by 
chief mechanic Gilberto Milani, him- 
self a successful former GP rider from 
the days when the Cagiva factory 
made Aermacchis. Engine designer is 
Ezio Mascheroni, who was responsible 
for the development work of the little 
four-stroke pushrod singles that are 
still so active in classic racing today. 

The new 500 Cagiva breathes 
through 36mm magnesium Mikunis, 
though comparable Dell’Ortos will 
be tried in due course once the engine 


$^55'€» 


has been sorted. ‘“‘Mikunis are expen- 
sive to replace if you have an acci- 
dent, and anyway we want to keep the 
bike as Italian as possible," says 
Milani. The 6-speed gearbox is made 
by CMA in Bologna, mated to a 13- 
plate dry clutch. Hitachi ignition 
running without a battery provides 
the sparks. 

The alloy frame weighs a light 16.5 
pounds, and though Ekerold's first 
reaction was that the team would 
have been better off taking the engine 
to Massimo Tamburini of Bimota 
and getting him to make them a chas- 
sis — he admits that the handling 
exceeded his expectations. Rear rising- 
rate rocker arm suspension uses a 
Kayaba unit, with the same Japanese 
manufacturer's RG500-type anti-dive 
40mm forks up front. Changing to 
these from the Forcelli Italia units 
originally fitted was Boet van Dul- 
men's principal modification, and 
Ekerold agrees. “There isn't a better 
fork made anywhere today than the 
Kayaba, so why use anything else?” 
he says. 

A 16 inch front wheel uses spe- 
cially made floating steel discs 
mounted on titanium carriers. Eke- 
rold didn't like the look of the high 
spots on the discs, and testing con- 
firmed that the braking effect is lumpy, 
so expect a switch to Zanzani alloy 
units soon. Brembo calipers are used 
front and rear, with an 18 inch rear 
wheel. Michelins were fitted to the 
bike for its Mugello test session. 

There's no doubt the 500 Cagiva is 
amuch more competitive bike straight 
off the drawing board than its ill- 
fated predecessor. Boet van Dulmen 
complained that it took about two 
seconds for any throttle effect to reach 
the engine, since the induction tract 
from the flat mounted carbs, through 
the belt driven discs to the cylinders, 


was so long. It seems curious that a. 


team with so much accumulated rac- 
ing experience acquired over the past 
20 years, and with five 250 and 350cc 
World Championships under their 
belt courtesy of Walter Villa in the 
mid-70s, should have persevered for 
so long with this peculiar design. 
Now they've produced the bike they 
should have had all along. With a 
rider of Ekerold's talent and determi- 
nation aboard, expect the little grey 
Cagiva elephant mascot to be wear- 
ing a smile before too long. Ld

Ulicki kicks off at Sturgis 
Regional HM

STURGIS, SD, AUG. 15 

Keith Ulicki won the Western AMA Regional 
Championship half mile held during Sturgis’ 
Black Hills Classic week, beating 16 other 
Expert riders. 





Ulicki actually just barely 
made it to the finals as he 
placed sixth in the first quali- 
fying heat, which was won by 


hard-charging Jay Beach from nearby 
Rapid City. Defending Champion 
Bob Crabbe won the other qualifying 


heat. 
Beach posted the top time trial of 
the day, 25.345, for a speed of 71 mph 
for the lap. He also was coming off a 
win in a 15-lap Expert event on Sat- 
urday, so it seemed he would be a top 
contender for Sunday’s title. How- 
ever, mechanical problems caused 
him to fade in the final, and he fin- 
ished last among the 12 qualifiers. 
Meanwhile, it wasn’t that easy for 
the 31-year-old Ulicki, who won the 





race in 1977. Crabbe held the lead 
over Frank Word III with just a few 
laps to go. Ulicki caught Word on the 
llth lap, passed Crabbe on the 13th 
lap, and held off Crabbe's challenges 
to take the checkered flag. 

Word held on for third, David 
Durelle was fourth, and Steve Monger 
was fifth. Eleven of the 12 finalists, 
including the top seven finishers, 
rode Harley-Davidsons. 

The time for Ulicki was 6:40.91. 
The best 15-lap time of the day actu- 
ally was registered by Junior winner 
Pete Hames who posted 6:35.46 on 
his Harley-Davidson. 

Thirty-five Junior riders competed 
for the Western Regional Champion-

Interview: Kenny Roberts 





Next year

The 1982 edition of the Kenny Roberts For 
World Road Racing Champion campaign is 
over. Failed. While Kenny was at home 
recuperating from an injured finger suffered 


in a crash in England, Italian 
Suzuki rider Franco Uncini 
clinched the 500cc World Road 
Racing Championship in Swe- 
den. Ironically, Sweden was Uncini's 
first DNF of the season, but there 
aren't enough races for Roberts to 
overcome the points deficit. 

Thelast few weeks of the European 
campaign have produced massive 
amounts of rumors that Roberts 
would sign for Honda in 1983, possi- 
bly.directing the Honda assault on 
the AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship. 

Still, Roberts has been with Yamaha 
since he began his Expert career in 
1972. So with the rumors in mind, as 
well as a few other questions, we 
called Roberts... 


How's your hand doing? 

It's coming along nicely. The last 
couple of days it's gained a lot of 
ground. It looks like I may be able to 
do Italy, and I'll be at Hockenheim 
for sure. 

How did that accident happen? 

We had a problem getting the bike 
started. I got off the line very badly. I 


was going around the outside of a lot 
of these guys heading into turn one, 
and somebody fell off. It had rained 
and the track was dry but the curbs 
were wet and as the guy went up on 
the curb, going around a couple of 
guys, he fell off. Well I was right 
behind him and it startled me because 
I was using the same line. My first 
reaction was to pick the bike up and 
try to miss him and I thought I' m not 
gonna do that because that's off the 
race track, so I leaned the bike down 
again. That put me right directly 
into him and right on the white line 
and my bike let go too. 


How do you feel about Unicini 

being crowned world champion in 
Sweden just because you and Barry 
Sheene weren't there? 
If anybody's going to win it, Uncini 
deserves it for sure. I've never seen 
such a year of consistency. The only 
time he faltered was in Sweden when 
he broke a chain and it was all said 
and done by then. Uncini ran con- 
sistent the whole year, not a failure 
and there's just nothing that anyone 
can do about it. I've never seen such a 
consistent year. 


But it was basically the same situa- 
tion last year with Marco Lucchinelli 
being very consistent. Is there some- 
thing about Roberto Gallina's team? 
Lucchinelli was never as consistent. 
He had a couple of failures last year 
but everybody else had more failures. 
He had a couple of bad races, fell off 
in one when the brakes went out and 
chain problems another race, but I 
had a lot of engine problems, had a 
shock break and stuff like that, so I 
had more problems than he did. This 
year Uncini has not had any prob- 
lems and we had problems with tires 
and then we had a failure in Yugo- 
slavia which just put us out. One 
failure and you're out because Uncini 
never missed the top five. 


The problems you mentioned, engine 
failures and shock failures. We take it 
that you're not real happy with the 
way the program's going and as a 
result of this we've heard rumors that 
you may be jumping ship to ride for 
Honda. 

Idon't know who started that rumor. 
It's one of the things that gets written 
that you have no power over what- 
soever. I have no power over what the 
press says but I can assure you that I 
have not spoken to Honda and to my 
knowledge neither has anybody else 
who works for me. The thing about 
Honda came from comments I made 
about American racing, that was that 
there's only two factories racing in 
America now for the Grand National 
Championship, Honda and Harley- 
Davidson, and to race for the number 
one plate you'd have to ride for Har- 
ley orfor Honda. They took it off that 


` I was going to come back to America 


and race for Honda. And they said 
they phoned America and someone 
told them this big Honda story and 
they put it in the front page. I don't 
know who it was, it certainly wasn't 
anybody from Honda or my people. 

I've had problems with Yamaha 
before but they're not actually prob- 





lems. When you race a motorcycle 
you want things built constantly, 
and this is one of the problems that 
we've had. There's just absolutely 
nothing to this Honda business, not : 
a truth. What happens in negotia- 
tions at the end of the year happens, 
but right now it's just absolutely 
false. 

Your contract with Yamaha is a one 
year contract, right? 

It always has been. 

What motivates you more at this 
stage of your career, money or com- 
petitive machinery? 

Competitive machinery. One of the 
problems that we have had this year 
is that I thought that we needed stuff 
built quicker than I was getting it. A 
lot of pressure on me because the tires 
were a bit of a problem and we were 
getting beat from all sides: I had to 
race all the Yamaha people and all 
the Suzuki people because halfway 
through the year they had already 
given team orders for Uncini. 

I had to race all of them plus all the 
Yamaha riders, and try to sort the tire 
problems out as well as developing a 
new bike. When you get in that posi- 
tion you start saying “Hey, if I'm 
going to do this let's get some help, I 
need this, I need that, I need this...” 
But that's the only problem that 1 
have had this year was getting the 
stuff made quick enough for the new 


- bike. 


You have been quoted as saying your 
preference. for a teammate, rather 
than an established star like Barry 
Sheene or Graeme Crosby, would be a 
young and up and coming American 
or European rider, the equivalent of 
an Eddie Lawson or Wayne Rainey. 


- Is that true? 


Not really. The question that was 
posed to me was who is a new and up 
and coming rider and I suggested 
three or four people. Then they wrote 
in that I would like to see these peo- 
ple as a teammate. The thing that I

had said about a teammate is that 
Yamaha wants a younger rider because 
I’m going to retire, so my theory is 
that we need a younger rider who’s 
fast enough to win the world cham- 
pionship. 


But you’re not insisting on a team- 
mate who would take team orders 
and ride behind you? 

You can’t give team orders until it 
gets to the position where you need to 
give team orders. Now halfway 
through the season, if one guy is head 
and shoulders above the rest of them; 
then team orders come out. I’ve never 
ridden with team orders so I don’t 
really know. 


Yamaha has four other private 
teams that they run besides the fac- 
tory works team. The works team is 
supposed to be a little higher up so 
we can win the world championship, 
and move quickly in any direction 
that we need to to win the world 
championship. The other teams run 
on their own as a back up, but if it 
doesn’t work out, it doesn’t work out 
and you can’t do anything about it. 
The problem is when you have that 
kind of team structure, you don’t 
have younger riders coming up. We’ve 
get Barry who’s older than I am, 
we've got Crosby who's not a young 
rider, so we don't have any young 
riders in the works. If you have one 





team you can bring younger riders up 
in the same team without a whole lot 
more money and get them the help 
that they need to get them where 
they're supposed to go. 


Would you ever suggest such a role 
for Jim Filice for example? 
He's not ready for that. Jimmyis still 
learning how to road race. It takes 
four or five years to learn how to road 
race. You just don't learn in a year, a 
year and a half and expect to go race 
the 500 in Grand Prix. It's going to 
take Jimmy a little while longer. We 
certainly don't want to push him like 
so many of the other people have 
been pushed and then dropped out 
because of injuries or fright. He's 
coming along nicely, just keep him 
in that pattern and we'll be all right. 
For me to dictate to Yamaha who 
to hire is impossible because I sug- 
gested people last year for them to 
hire. I need somebody that can help 
me. I was supposed to leave today to 
go to Italy to test the bike before the 
race but I can't — my hand's not good 
enough yet. So I have nobody to test 
the bike, for example. 


Coming down to the end of the year, 
obviously you will be involved in 
contract negotiations with Yamaha 
or Honda or whoever. What is Kermy 
Roberts going to be looking for? Are 
you going to go back and try and 


recapture the world championship 
or are there other things you might 
like to do? 


You always think about doing some- 
thing else. The problem is that I'd 
like to do something else as a four- 
time world champion instead of a 
three-time. And I think that as long 
as Yamaha wants to go back full 
strength to win the world champion- 
ship, I would probably be leaning 
towards that. I'd like to win the world 
championship again and then retire 
on it, but I have to know before I go 
in that I'm going to have a shot at 
winning it. I'm going to have the 
equipment to do so, because I spend a 
lot of time away from home and if 
I'm going to do that I want a decent 
shot at winning the world cham- 
pionship. I don't want to go over 
there just to ride around and collect 
money. I've got to know the bike is 
going to be competitive before I go. 


You've mentioned retirement here. 
Have you made any plans or have any 
ideas on what you're going to do if 
you stop racing motorcycles? 


Well, this isa problem. The last time 
I talked to Yamaha, they still have 
not been able to come up with any- 
body young enough to go win the 
world championship or someone that 
they can feel that can win the world 
championship. So they still would 





want me to ride the motorcycle. 

Since I've worked for them since I 
was 19, I told them last year, “You 
guys have got to think about me retir- 
ing." They are, they know I'm get- 
ting older and have been doing it a 
long time but still, you have to have 
another rider. You just can't say 
“OK, well I'll see you guys later.” In 
my case, because I know I can still 
win the world championship. That's 
all I've thought about for, five or six 
years. 

So, until a younger rider comes 
along or a rider that Yamaha feels 
that they can win the world cham- 
pionship with, obviously they're in- 
terested in me riding the bike. 

Have you entertained thoughts of 
working in the capacity of the team 
manager or team director? 

Not necessarily as the team manager; 
maybe a director just to see what 
direction everything is going. Maybe 
I'll do a little testing for them, but 
when I do retire, I don't see a full time 
job because I've traveled so much 
already. And to be a successful team 
manager, you usually have to go to 
every race and that's something that I 
really don't want to do. I'd like to 
work with Yamaha because I feel 
kind of a part of Yamaha.

Chambers/ 
Wirthlin do it

(Some- 
times, it’s anything for a lighting 
coil.) In fourth place was Brad Hil-: 
ton, who turned the riding chores 
over to partner Benny Brown. Next 
in was one half of the racing Kin- 
shella brothers, Dave, who turned the 
bike over to brother Mike. 

At 9:43 Chambers brought in the 
big 430 Husky and turned it over to 


Wirthlin to finish their second lap, 


with the positions behind them un- 
changed. 

On lap three Chambers/Wirthlin 
had to make a short pit stop to 
replace a burned-out headlight bulb. 
In the meantime, the hard-charging 
Bill Quinn had passed the number 
two bike of Sterling/Cockrum for 
second. That put his partner, Rick 
Sherman, only two minutes behind 
Wirthlin going out of the pits. 

On lap four first and second re- 
mained the same, but Benny Brown 
puta move on the Sterling/Cockrum 
bike to take over third. Meanwhile, 
the steady riding Kinshella brothers 
were doggedly hanging onto fifth. 

There were no changes in position 
on lap five, buton lap six the Brown/ 
Hilton bike broke, moving the Ster- 
ling/Cockrum rig back into third 
with Mike Kinshella now holding 
the fourth slot. Laps seven and eight 
showed no position changes, but hot 
young Amateur Sherman put on a 
chargeon theeighth lap that brought 
him to the finish line only a minute 
anda half behind the overall winners!

O’Mara, Campbell 
compete for IRC

Todd Campbell, piloting a 1983 
preproduction Kawasaki for DG 
Performance, took the 125cc 
Pros by storm! Campbell, fresh 


from the Intermediate ranks, took on

American Honda ace Johnny O’ Mara, 
and his works bike, and gave him a 
run for his money in the final round 
of the California Racing Club’s IRC 
Series. 

The first moto, a dusty combat 
field with racers dropping their bikes 
in dust bowl turns, saw O’Mara take 
command and fight off Campbell in 
the runnerup position, Honda team- 
mate Ron Turner in third, Suzuki- 
mounted Roger Hensley and Chris 
Heisser, a U.S. Suzuki entry. Ameri- 
can Honda swept first and second 
with O’Mara and Turner holding 
Campbell to third. 

When the gate dropped for their 
second round, Campbell did the un- 
thinkable. He had the audacity to 
graba five-bike holeshot over O’Mara, 
and everyone else for that matter. 
Campbell proceeded to hold O’ Mara 
to second for half the moto, showing 
a maturity and control most Pros 
spend their first year or two develop- 
ing. O’Mara was all over the track in 
pursuit, nearly executing a classic 
“Flying W” in the process. Campbell 
finally missed the mark in a turn and 
O’Mara took charge; a few inches 
were all he needed to slip on by. 
Going down to the wire, a three-way 
duel shaped up for second between 
Campbell, Hensley, and Suzuki of 
Bakersfield entry, Gary Bowman. A 
cliff hanger if ever there was one, 
Campbell held second to the end, 
Bowman snaked third, Hensley fourth 
and A.J. Whiting rounded out the 
top five. O’Mara scooped up top 
money for the day, Campbell clinched 
second place and Hensley took third 
place money with a 4-4 ride. 

Larry Brooks, aboard a Suzuki for 
R&D and Oakley, racked up an im- 
pressive pair of wins in the 80cc 
Expert contest. 

'The first time out, Brooks found 
heavy pressure from Premier Yamaha 
entry, Mark Toyama, piloting a pre- 
production 1983 machine with Honda 
rider Mike Healey in third and 
Kawasaki-mounted Tim Rutherford 
in fourth. Brooks held firm, holding 


Toyama and Healey to second and * 


third respectively. 

When the Minis blasted off the line 
for their final encounter and last 
chance at the $1,000 in gift certifi- 
cates offered by Suzuki of Van Nuys, 
it was Brooks, Paul Denis and Toyama 
for the top three. Brooks and Denis 


. were side by side for the lead and 


finally tangled and disappeared in 
the dust bowl. Toyama lost no time 
in snatching the lead only to find 
Brooks back up in front and holding 


to the end. Toyama clinched second : 





overall honors and Van Nuys Cycle 
entry Jeff Barbacovi's 5-4 tally brought 
him third place honors.

As it 
turned out, the scorers showed the 
Keller/Pennington team had gone 
through the Open class gate on the 


first two laps of the race and, accord- . 


ing to the rules, those two laps wer- 
en't scored for that team. 

It wasa tough break, but it was the 
same type of error that got them the 
win af the last marathon when one of 
the Brumit/Hardman team slowed 
down to look back for the checkered 
flag and was passed on the final lap.

Very warm tem- 
peratures dissipated the track's mois- 
ture early in the day, and dust became 
a big handicap to many riders if they 
found themselves anywhere but out 
in front of their race, but overall it 
was a good afternoon for racing. 

In the Pro ranks, it was none other 
than Terry Hobbs running off with 
both the 250 and Open overall titles 
for the day, as Ben Norfolk came out 
on top of the 125cc division, which 
Hobbs opted not to ride with his old 
Honda, due to the steep hills and ter- 
rain changes. 

First out of the gate were the 125cc 
Pros, and Norfolk wasted no time 
grabbing the lead as the pack headed 
into the first corner. Shannon Ivey, 
Todd Giklings, Billy Stork and Clint 
Pepper were in tow, but in the early 
laps, it was Stork making the fast 
moves for second. This position was 
short-lived, however, as Stork went 
down in the top section of the race 
course and had to remount way back 
in the pack. Gikling took over the 
runnerup slot from there and rode 
behind Norfolk to the wire. Ivey 
managed to hold off Pepper for a 
heated third slot, as Wade Rice moved 
from dead last on the first lap, to fifth 
by moto's end. 

Moto two was the same story for 
Norfolk as he roosted out of the gate 
first and went wire to wire for the 
moto and overall. Stork rolled into 
second and held on the entire way, 
while Gikling settled for a close third 
and second in the overalls. Ivey and 
Lee Vern Berry rounded out the top 
five for the moto. 
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The Steamboat Springs Enduro had a variety of water crossings. 





In heavy Open action, the first 
moto began with Brian Hayes shoot- 
ing the big Yamaha out in front, as 
the pack headed into the first turn, 
with Terry Sims, Kelly Olson, Perry 
Bicek, Mike Shurman and Hobbs all 
setting chase. The only rider making 
great headway in the moto was Hobbs 
as he methodically picked off riders 
each lap until he was in second 
behind Hayes. Time ran out before 
he could get close enough for a chal- 
lenge, and he had to settle for the 
runnerup slot. Olson nursed an ail- 
ing machine in for third ahead of 
Sims and Bicek. 


Moto two was all for Hobbs as he 
rocketed out to an early lead and ran 
off with the race. Sims, Hayes and 
Olson gave chase, but when Olson 
tried to overtake Sims for third, the 
two riders locked bars going into a 
turn and, in a cloud of dust, went 
head-first into the berm. Sims got up 
and going quickly and set after Hayes 
and Hobbs, while Olson’s 
Honda suffered a stuck throttle, wide 
open, of course. Sims managed to 
work into second before the end of 
the moto, and from there it was 
Hobbs crossing the line first ahead of 
Sims, Hayes, Schurman and Bicek. 


In a hot Mini A class, Ladd Poitra 
ran off with the first moto while Jerry 
Wagner slipped past Clint Overman 
for second by moto’s end. In round 
two, it was Wagner grabbing the 
early lead, but Poitra took over at the 
halfway mark, soon after which 
Wagner bailed on a double-jump and 
had to pull off the track with a 


twisted front end. Overman rolled in 


for second with Stace Waugh grab- 
bing third.

Weider smokes at 


Steamboat Springs

Three time Rocky Mountain 
Enduro Circuit Champion 
Drigan Weider (KTM) smoked 
the troops by dropping only 10 
points to take overall honors at the 
Timberline Enduro. Second overall, 
and first Senior A, went to visiting 
California rider Malcolm Smith (Hus) 
with an excellent score of 12. I guess 
this goes to show that old enduro rid- 
ers never die — they just retire (?) to 
Senior A and settle (?) for second 
overall. 

Kevin Davis' (KTM) 15 was good 
enough for first Open A, edging Joe 
Coppedge (Mai) by one point. Roy 
Norgard somehow kept the duct tape 
and baling wire together to bring his 
antique Yamaha in nine seconds in 
front of Mark Hynes (Hus) for third 
Open A with 23 points lost. Texas 
rider Zack Elkins (C-A) made the 
long ride worth it, dropping 19 points 
to take first 250cc A. Morrill Griffith 
(Yam) turned in his usual fineride to 
take the 200cc A class with a score of 
23, beating Jim Rase (Yam) at 27 and 
Gary Myers (Hon) at 28. Justin Brick- 
ner (Yam) took the 125cc A class with 
a score of 63. 

The course started out with some 
easy riding up Solomon Creek Trail 
at 18 mph. At seven and 2/10th miles, 
the average was upped to 24 mph, 
where it stayed for the remainder of 
the event. A rocky jeep road led over 
Farwell Mountain and on to Hahn's 
Peak for the first check at 14.4. A 
short tight trail and some tight jeep 
roads brought you out of the heavens, 
to the point where you could almost 
breathe normally again, when you 
hit the reset at 20.0. Next was a scenic 
tour on jeep roads through the thriv- 
ing village of Columbine. Lopez Trail 
was next, where Check two at 29.6 
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The next 10.4 miles of tight trail 
around Nipple Peak was some of the 
most exciting riding of the day. The 
best score in this section was five 
points lost and even Weider lost six 
points here. 

The reset at 40.8 let some of the A 
riders get back on time. Summit 
Creek Trail was next, followed by 
*"Waterbar"' jeep road, which had 83 
of those cute little suckers on it (I 
could have sworn it was more like 183 
waterbars!). 

Check four at 51.6 was zeroed by 
most A riders. It was followed by a 
reset and the first gas stop at 56.0. 

Ellis Trail was next and then on to 
Sheep Driveway which follows the 
Continental Divide. Most riders were 
pleased at this point because they 
knew the rock pile was next, and we 
would get to go down it this year. 
Aíter the rock pile, the course turned 
onto Whiskey Creek Trail. 

Check five, at 70.8, awaited at the 
end of the trail. Again, Check five 
was zeroed by the top riders. Five 
miles of jeep road brought you to the 
second gas at 76.1. 

A reset had most A riders on time, 
and a few were caught hot at Check 
six (80.4 mi.). 

Next was a trip across Little Snake 
River and then up Killer Hill. The 
hill had a few people stuck on it, but 
it was wide enough to avoid any bot- 
tlenecks. EIk Horn Stock Drive had 
riders hustling to Check seven at 89.2. 
Everyone lost points here, including 
Weider who had the best score of one 
point lost. More tight roads and trails 
had riders losing additional points at 
Check eight (94.4 mi.). Again, Weider 
had the best score, losing three points. 
A reset at 94.8 helped most A riders 
get close to being back on time. 

Elk Horn jeep road then brought 
the riders to the mud holes in Hog 
Park and back on to Ellis Trail to 
Check nine at 112.4. The top A riders 
were not losing points at this check, 
Next, it was-back onto Sheep Drive- 
way and then Manzanita Trail, through 
the waterholes in Big Red Park anda 
race down Soloman Creek Trail to 
the finish check at 126.4. 

The Timberline Trailriders put on 
an excellent event for the rider who 
wants to go fast in the woods, and 
they still threw in their usual time- 
keepers, to catch those who like to 
ride hot. I heard virtually no negative 
comments from the riders, and the 
event should have a good shot at 
repeating as “Enduro of the Year.”

Hobbs, Hayes hot 
at Sturgis opener

RAPID CITY, SD, AUG. 7 

To kick off the 1982 Sturgis 
Motorcycle Rally, the Rush- 
more Cycle club put on the 
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cross at Rice Raceway just outside 
Rapid City today, where riders from 
seven states were on hand to compete 
on a very "moist" racing circuit. 
Mother Nature proceeded to dump 
nearly two inches of rain on the 
course the night before, which left a 
big lake in the middle of the facilities, 
anda few early-morning track changes 
and reroutes had to be accomplished 
before practice could get underway. 
Within two motos, the surface was 
transformed from sloppy to tacky, 
and bright sunshine kept everyone in 
beautiful weather for the day's activi- 
ties on a course in its best condition 
of the season. 

In the Professional ranks, the rider 
to beat all afternoon was Sioux City, 
IA's Terry Hobbs, who took both the 
125 and 250cc overalls home and 
nearly swept everything with a second 
in the Opens to Brian Hayes. 

In the 125cc battle, Hobbs made his 
feat even more interesting to the 
other riders on the track, and every- 
one who complains about riding a 
year-old mount, when he took a 1980 
CR125 Honda and beat the best riders 
in South Dakota and Wyoming with 
the obviously tired scoot. In the first 
moto, Ben Norfolk, out of Gilette, 
WY, grabbed the early lead with 
Shannon Ivey, Billy Stork, Todd Gik- 
ling and Hobbs in tow. 

Stork rocketed the first lap, slip- 
ping by Ivey in the corners and then 
getting Norfolk before they completed 
the last corner. On the very first left- 
hander of lap two, Stork dropped his 
YZ and Norfolk was again off in the 
lead. 

Norfolk never looked back at the 
action behind, where Hobbs was 
steadily picking off riders each time 
around, until he was comfortable in 
therunnerup slot. Hobbs was unable 
to catch Norfolk in the remaining 
laps and had to settle for second, 
while Mike Friend wheeled his CR125 
from dead last to third. Lee Vern 
Berry and Todd Gikling rounded out 
the top five. 

Moto two found Norfolk, Stork 
and Hobbs again battling for the 
early lead, and, again, Stork took 
over first only to fall and give it back 
to Norfolk. This moto, however, 
Hobbs was right on Norfolk from the 
start, and able to mount a serious 
threat. Back in third, Friend was 
again trying to better his position on 
the leaders, but, on the fifth lap, he 
stuck his foot in a hole as his front 
end washed out, and twisted his knee 
back in the wrong direction. The race 
was stopped while the ambulance 
crossed the track to get to him, but 
action was restarted sprint-car fashion, 
single file. When the riders hit the 
racetrack again, Hobbs reeled in Nor- 
folk in one lap, then began to work 
on a pass with the under-powered 
Honda. 

Within one more circuit, Hobbs 
found a line around, took over the 
lead, then ran off with the moto and 
overall. Norfolk wound up second in 
both tallies, while Stork rode his way 
back into third ahead of Gikling — 
Berry.
